Halifax regional council is 
set to receive a report on 
the impact of last May’s 
budget cuts on municipal 
services. 

Council has set aside 
three days, beginning this 
morning, to hear from 
staff on how across-the- 
board cuts have impacted 
HRM’s ability to deliver 
services. 

The briefing is also 
meant to inform future 
budgetary discussions. 

The report’s briefing 
states the effects of the 
cuts, enacted to balance 
the 2010-11 operating 
budget, are beginning to 
be felt. 

“Seven months of this 
fiscal year have passed 
and the service implica¬ 
tions are becoming more 
apparent,” it reads. 

“In general, staff has 
managed to maintain 
services at an acceptable 
level, although this has 
not come without a cost.” 

Finance staff originally 
delivered the report Nov. 
23, but council voted to 
defer the issue for more 
study. 

At the time, Coun. 
Steve Streatch said the

Swedes bonified 
by suicide bombing 


No one died except the sus¬ 
pected bomber, but two 
explosions in Sweden’s cap¬ 
ital tore at the fabric of this 
tolerant and open nation — 
a society that hadn’t seen a 
terrorist attack in more 
than three decades. 

Two people were wound¬ 
ed in central Stockholm on

10 people hurt in Vancouver gang shooting 


An apparent lull in Vancou¬ 
ver’s gang violence was 
shattered early yesterday 
after a shooting that 
wounded 10 people and 
awoke residents to the 
sounds of gunfire. 

Investigators were quick 
to label the shooting gang- 
related, but police haven’t 
confirmed whether any of 
the victims were simply in¬ 
nocent bystanders caught 
up in the violence. 

Vancouver police said 
shots rang out around 
2 a.m. along a busy street 
that cuts through residen¬ 
tial areas in the middle of 
the city. 


When officers arrived, 
they found victims scat¬ 
tered across several city 
blocks. 

“We’re characterizing 
this as an outrageous dis¬ 
play of gang violence,” 
Const. Jana McGuinness 
said in an interview. 

“This was in a public 
place — really, anyone on 
the street may have been 
caught up in this. At this 
early stage, we still don’t 
know if some of them were 
innocents.” 

Six men and three 
women were in hospital, 
two of them critical. A 10th 
victim refused treatment. 


At least five people were 
in custody, although 
McGuinness said that num¬ 
ber could change. She said 
investigators were waiting 
to interview the shooting 
victims. 

Richard Bruin, who lives 
along the street where the 
shooting took place, said 
his sleep was interrupted 
by gun shots. “Rat tat tat 
tat tat, and then a burst of 
more gunfire, people 
screaming,” said Bruin. 
“My neighbour heard the 
gunshots and ran outside, 
he saw a couple of people 
running away.” 

Bruin said he’s used to 


“constantly” hearing about 
shootings in the Vancouver 
area, but not where he 
lives. 

“Too close to home,” 
said Bruin. “There’s a gang¬ 
land problem in Vancouver 
... but this neighbourhood, 
rarely ever has anything 
happened. This is blowing 
everybody’s minds.” 

“We know of these inci¬ 
dents in the last few 
months that have cropped 
up again. We’ve had a lull 
in Vancouver especially in 
2010, compared to ’09, and 
we have to remain vigi¬ 
lant,” said McGuinness. 
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Violence flares 

2010 has been a relatively 
quiet year for gang 
violence, especially com¬ 
pared to the gang war 
that raged throughout the 
Lower Mainland last year. 

► The violence appeared 
to calm during much the 
past year, but there have 
been several incidents in 
recent months that have 
police on edge. They 
include the targeted 
murder of a gangster at 
a busy Burnaby, B.C., 
mall in October. 


► Also in October, Vancouver 
police warned of potential 
gang violence over the 
Halloween weekend. There 
was indeed a shooting 
that weekend outside a 
nightclub in Vancouver's 
trendy Gastown district, 
injuring four people, 
although police later said 
it wasn't linked to gangs.

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STILL SOME LABOUR PAINS FOR BILL 100

So here's my question. Who 
speaks for workers in the 82 
per cent of Nova Scotia 
businesses whose employ¬ 
ees are not represented by 
a union? 

I ask this in light of the 
recent foofarah over Bill 
100, the innocuous-sound¬ 
ing Act to Establish a 
Unified Labour Board. 

The Dexter government 
claimed it was merely tinkering 
— merging a bunch of labour 
boards, creating a labour 
management review committee 
to advise on legislation, clarify¬ 
ing long-standing policy regard¬ 
ing union successor rights when 
government operations are pri¬ 
vatized, making the act’s pream¬ 
ble conform to what’s been in 
the Canada Labour Code since 


1972. 

Yawn. 

Nova Scotia’s non-union em¬ 
ployers, on the other hand, saw 
socialist Armageddon writ large 
in invisible ink be¬ 
hind the bill’s 
bland but — cue 
the ominous music 
— “complicated le¬ 
gal wording.” 

They were so 
concerned, in fact, 

19 of our most 
powerful, best- 
heeled business or¬ 
ganizations banded 
together to fight 
the power. They 
wrote an open letter to the pre¬ 
mier demanding sections of the 
bill be scrapped. They cosied up 
to the opposition, encouraging 
their filibuster. They even wan¬ 
gled an hour-long face-to-face 


with Labour Minister Marilyn 
More to plead their case. 

In the end, they got most of 
what they had demanded, 
including the right to be consult¬ 
ed in discussions 
on changes to 
labour legislation. 

We probably 
don’t need to lose 
sleep over 
whether deep- 
pocketed business 
groups will be 
able to make their 
voices heard — 
with or without 
these 

amendments. 

But what about minimum- 
wage workers? Contract employ¬ 
ees? Shop clerks? Telemarketers? 
Apple pickers? The least power¬ 
ful among the 70 per cent of 
workers not represented by 


unions. Their interests — a 
living wage, reasonable hours, 
jobs with benefits, protection 
from arbitraiy employer action 
— sure as hell won’t get 
represented by some bleeding- 
wallet private-sector employer. 

The opposition parties? “If 
business is happy,” Liberal 
Leader Stephen McNeil summed 
up during last week’s legislative 
dust-up, “we’ll help move this 
bill forward.” 

No comfort there. 

Trade unions, once the 
vanguard of championing all 
workers’ rights, are under siege 
and in retreat. Too often, they 
seem more concerned with 
hanging on to existing 
entitlements than in extending 
benefits to the unorganized. 

So who will speak for the in¬ 
terests of workers not in unions? 
That’s still my question.

Extreme-sized creatures

Fossils of a giant stork 
have been discovered on a 
far-flung Indonesian island 
that has been home to 
many extreme-sized crea¬ 
tures — from tiny human¬ 
like “hobbits” and dwarf 
elephants to the world’s 
largest-known rats and 
lizards. 

Authors Hannelce Mei- 
jer and Rolcus Due wrote 
in the December issue of 
the Zoological Journal of 
the Linnean Society that 
leg bones from the 
marabou stork, which 
lived 20,000 to 50,000 
years ago, indicate it stood 
around six feet tall and 
weighed up to 35 pounds. 

The bones were found 
during excavations of the 


Liang Bua cave in the west 
of the island of Flores at a 
depth of around 15 feet. 

Flores, located on 
Indonesia’s eastern edge, 
has never been connected 
to another island or main¬ 
land, shaping evolution of 
historic wildlife, with 
many small-sized warm 
blooded animals growing 
larger than elsewhere on 
the planet, and big-sized 


mammals becoming more 
diminutive, said Colin 
Groves, a professor at Aus¬ 
tralian National University 
who was not related to the 
study, citing the so-called 
“island rule” in biology. 

With no mammalian 
carnivores, birds and rep¬ 
tiles faced less competition 
for food, accounting for 
some of their massive size.

Saturday marked CBC’s 
first foray into 3-D for 
Hockey Night In Canada — 
and unfortunately, it 
showed. 

The Canadian Press re¬ 
viewed the game with a 
new 3-D TV on loan from 
Panasonic, the sponsor of 
the inaugural 3-D hockey 
broadcast, and after several 
days of watching all kinds 
of different content and 


seeing how cool 3-D can 
look. Hockey Night in 
Canada was a bit disap¬ 
pointing. 

The broadcast had its 
moments and the poten¬ 
tial for using 3-D in future 
games was clear, but the 
quality of presentation was 
far from perfect. And

It would be one thing if 
the breathless gushing 
about the technology 
stopped when the puck 
dropped but it went on all 
night long, even while play 
was on.

Watching a game in 
3-D isn’t about sensing that 
pucks are coming through 
the screen — although you 
might get that feeling if a 
puck were to be shot 
straight at the camera. The 
real experience is the en¬ 
hanced sense of depth that 
makes it feel like you can 
see deep into the screen, 
like looking out a window, 
or actually sitting in the 
stands at the arena. 

During scrambles in 
front of the net there’s a 
better sense of how players 
jam the outside of the 
crease and battle for space. 
The referees also had a 
knack for getting in the 
way of the shot, which ac¬ 
tually just added to the 3-D 
effect. 

Shots from cameras po¬ 
sitioned along the glass 
give an impressive view 
that competes with sitting 
rinlcside.

In fairness, it was CBC’s 
first attempt at delivering a 
game in 3-D, and putting 
on a live production will in¬ 
evitably have its fair share 
of glitches. CBC has some 
time to figure out how to 
improve the broadcast for 
the Heritage Classic, and 
because it's an outdoor 
game, there will be more 
control over camera place¬ 
ment and getting the right 
angles to maximize the 3D 
effect. 

Next time they should 
leave the excessive 3D talk 
to the pre-game show, or at 
least intermissions. And no 
need for a pre-game skit, 
like the one on Saturday 
night starring Gordon Pin-

D. Someone should’ve told 
the writers that even 
though a Justin Bieber joke 
may have seemed obligato¬ 
ry, it probably fell flat with 
the hockey-loving audi¬ 
ence.

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Author celebrates 
Canadian cuisine

The importance of celebra¬ 
tions throughout Canada’s 
histoiy was marked Mon¬ 
day night when Dorothy 
Duncan, author of several 
books on the countiy’s culi- 
naiy heritage, was hon¬ 
oured. 

The event at Toronto’s 
Fort York National Historic 
Site was held to launch the 
culinary historian’s latest 
book, Feasting and Fasting:

to the 18th century when 
people marked Christmas, 
or another type of celebra¬ 
tion, that brought family 
and friends together. 

“The setting aside of 
time and the gifts of food 
made out of love with their 
own hands was paramount 
to our ancestors, some of 
whom had come from far 
away to colonize Canada,” 
she said in an interview 
ahead of the launch. 

Duncan found in her re¬ 
search, for example, that it 
was common for weddings 
to be held to coincide with 
the festive season. 

“Nowadays we focus on 
June weddings, but in the 
early days, many were per¬ 
formed at Christmas be¬ 
cause the families would all 
be gathered together,” she 
says. “It was a convenient 
time to have them all 
around you.” 

Duncan, who worked as 
a culinaiy historian for 
Black Creek Pioneer Village 
in Toronto as well as the 
Toronto Historical Board, 
has spent many years col¬ 
lecting data for the book. 

She is dedicated to work¬ 
ing with organizations 
across Canada and around 
the world to ensure that 
this country’s culinaiy his¬ 
toiy is recognized, re¬ 
searched and recorded. 

Duncan always asks peo¬ 
ple how they are going to 
celebrate a special occasion 
and what they are going to

have on the table. 

“They always talk about 
the things of the past such 
as, ‘We are going to have 
the pudding my Aunt Sarah 
made’ or, ‘We are going to 
have the turkey stuffed just 
like my grandmother did,”’ 
Duncan says. 

“Most important, howev¬ 
er, is that these days with 
most people ‘eating on the 
fly’ we take a great deal 
more care during days of 
celebration because we re¬ 
member how important 
they are and it touches both 
our hearts and minds,” she 
adds. 

Duncan also wrote Cana¬ 
dians at Table, which gar¬ 
nered a culinary book Gold 
Award in 2007 from Cui¬ 
sine Canada and the Univer¬ 
sity of Guelph. 

In 2003, Dundurn Press 
released her book, Nothing 
More Comforting.

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In space, saving 
water is job No. 1

Don Pettit doesn’t mind 
drinking his own urine — 
or his sweat, for that mat¬ 
ter. Pettit is far from in¬ 
sane. As an astronaut, he 
has no choice but to drink 
all available fluids. Wel¬ 
come to extreme water re¬ 
cycling. 

“You make water inside 
your body, through your 
breath and your sweat,” 
explains Pettit, a veteran 
NASA astronaut who has 
lived on the International 
Space Station for six 
months. “On the ISS you 
capture all of that water 
and recycle it.” 

Astronauts are each al¬ 
lowed only 3.5 liters of wa¬ 
ter per day — for hygiene 
and food combined. They 
wash themselves using 


wet wipes, and so they 
consume 92 per cent less 
water on hygiene than 
Earth-dwellers. 

Recently the ISS cut its 
need for water supplies by 
65 per cent after installing 
a state-of-the-art water-re¬ 
cycling machine. “It cap¬ 
tures your breath, sweat 
and water from damp 
cloths and turns it into wa¬ 
ter,” says Pettit. There’s al¬ 
so a urine processor, which 
turns 80 per cent of urine 
into drinkable water. 

Earth-dwellers may fol¬ 
low suit. One study shows 
that 75 to 85 per cent of 
people in Western Euro¬ 
pean countries would con¬ 
sider using urine-diversion 
toilets, which allow urine 
to be recycled, o metro

Grey water 
a potential 
resource 

In a world where water 
is becoming more scarce 
and precious, grey water 
— waste water from 
household uses like 
bathing and laundry — 
could have a potentially 
life-changing use. 

Grey water is differ¬ 
ent to the more contam¬ 
inated black water used 
in our toilets. In most 
households, grey water 
is mixed with black wa¬ 
ter in a single domestic 
sewage stream, thus 
wasting a potential re¬ 
source. Water used in 
sinks and tubs can be di¬ 
verted for irrigation or 
used to flush toilets. 

A new report from 
the Pacific Institute un¬ 
derlines how grey water 
is so promising. 

“It’s a relatively inex¬ 
pensive way to save wa¬ 
ter and energy,” says Dr. 
Juliet Christian-Smith, 
the report’s co-author. 
“Indeed, there are nega¬ 
tive perceptions about 
grey water in terms of 
public health, but these 
can be minimized with 
thoughtful policy.” 

Other advantages of 
grey water were con¬ 
served water use for 
lower income families, 
and for women and chil¬ 
dren who often have to 
walk long distances to 
get water. # metro

u’re correct 
in suspecting 
that not all re¬ 
cycled paper 
products — 
from toilet pa¬ 
per to office paper — are 
created equal. To make 
sense of paper labels, you 
should choose paper 
products that leave the 
most trees in the forest. 

When a claim reads 
“100 per cent recycled,” 
the recycled content can 
come from one of two 
sources. The best choice 
is toilet and other paper 
products made from 100 
per cent post-consumer 
waste (PCW) because it is 
made from resources that 
have already been ex¬ 
tracted, reused and kept 
out of the waste stream. 

PCW refers to paper 


made from the flyers or en¬ 
velopes that you’ve recy¬ 
cled. The PCW content in 
paper products will vary 
from 10 to 100 per cent. 
Choose the highest! 

The less desirable 
choice is made from pre¬ 
consumer waste, or the 
scraps left over after paper 
processing — trim from 
newspapers or printing 
overruns. But it’s still a 
better choice than paper 
made from virgin pulp. 

Another factor to con¬ 
sider is the bleaching 
process. 

The “greenest” option is 
that labelled Processed 
Chlorine Free (PCF). This is 
a green logo found on pa¬ 
per products with a mini¬ 
mum of 30 per cent 
recycled paper content. 

It’s certified by the Chlo¬ 
rine Free Products Associa¬ 
tion, and the pulp comes 
from mills that do not use 
old growth forest or other 
virgin pulp. These paper 
products have not been re¬ 
bleached with chlorine- 
containing compounds. 

The next time you shop 
for paper products, look 
for 100 per cent PCW recy¬ 
cled content and PCF. It’s 
the greenest choice.

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Youth left behind in economic recovery: Report 

O Youth unemployment an overall test of labour market strength © By that measure, Canada has a long way to go 


Canada's falling unemploy¬ 
ment rate is hiding an un¬ 
pleasant truth — tens of 
thousands are leaving the 
labour market in frustra¬ 
tion, and none more so 
than young workers. 

Last week's labour force 
survey for November pre¬ 
sented a distorted hall-of- 
mirrors picture of 
employment — with the 
jobless rate falling to a two 
year low of 7.6 per cent on 
the strength of little job 


creation. 

For young workers in 
the 15 to 24-year-old cate- 
goiy, the picture was even 
more distorted — the un¬ 
employment rate plum¬ 
meted from 15 per cent to 
13.6 per cent with virtually 
no new jobs added. 

The mathematical dis¬ 
connect comes about be¬ 
cause Statistics Canada 
does not measure the num¬ 
ber of workers against 
those who want jobs, but

How yesterday’s weather 
impacted the NFL: 

► The New York Giants' game 
at Minnesota was 
postponed from yesterday 
to tonight and moved to 
Detroit, after a blizzard hit 
the Twin Cities, causing the 
Metrodome roof to collapse 
for the fourth time, but the 
first time since 1983 . 

► New England's game at 
Chicago's Soldier Field was 
threatened by whiteout 
conditions and the field 
constantly needed shovel¬ 
ling. 

► Rain up and down the East¬ 
ern seaboard hurt 
attendance in Jacksonville, 
Landover, Md., and Orchard 
Park, N.Y., for early games. 

► Ralph Wilson Stadium in Or¬ 
chard Park was about one- 
third full for the kickoff of 
the Bills and Browns. 

► The Buccaneers-Redskins 
game also was played 
before lots of empty seats, 
as were Raiders-Jaguars in 
Jacksonville, and Falcons- 
Panthersin Charlotte, N.C. 

► At the New Jersey Meadow- 
lands, the wet stuff wasn't 
frozen, but heavy rain 
poured down in the second 
quarter, just as Santonio 
Holmes was dropping a 
sure touchdown pass.

St-Pierre running out of challengers

Georges St-Pierre has de¬ 
fended his UFC welter¬ 
weight title five times, 
won his last eight fights 
and not lost a round in his 
last seven bouts. 

He is close to cleaning 
out the 170-pound division 
in the UFC, leaving a line 
of top contenders in his 
wake. 

On Saturday night at 
UFC 124, the 29-year-old 
from Montreal added to 
his legacy by defeating 
Josh Koscheclc for a second 
time, laying a comprehen¬ 
sive five-round beating on 
the brash American before 
a record North American 
mixed martial arts crowd 
of 23,152 at the Bell Cen¬ 
tre. 


Just as he did to 
Koscheclc’s training part¬ 
ner Jon Fitch at UFC 87, he 
sent Koscheclc home with 
a battered face and a bro¬ 
ken dream. 

“He picked Josh 
Koscheclc apart,” said UFC 
president Dana White. 

“I thought he fought a 
beautiful fight against a 
guy who I have a lot of re¬ 
spect for,” he added. 

But St-Pierrre’s biggest 
accomplishment at UFC 
124 may have been to truly 
put mixed martial arts on 
the map in Canada. 

Saturday’s card, the 
UFC’s fifth in Canada, 
drew unprecedented atten¬ 
tion from domestic main¬ 
stream media. The 


storyline of the classy 
champion and the trash- 
tallcing American attracted 
a lot of new eyes to the 
sport, as did White’s calcu¬ 
lating insistence that GSP 
was more famous world¬ 
wide than Wayne Gretzky 


or any other Canadian ath¬ 
lete ever. 

And UFC 124 set the 
stage for the UFC’s foray 
into Toronto — set for 
April 30 at the Rogers Cen¬ 
tre. St-Pierre said he’s up 
for fighting there, if need- 


“My game doesn’t 
rely on chance. I 
don’t gamble 
when I fight. I try 
to put all the odds 
on my side.”

ed by the UFC. 

Jake Shields is next up 
for St-Pierre. After that, 
there’s a Help Wanted sign 
for welterweight con¬ 
tenders. 

A super-fight with mid¬ 
dleweight champion An¬ 
derson Silva is a possibility, 
although White offered lit¬ 
tle on that. 

“I truly believe that my 
job is to give people the 


fight that they want to see, 
the fight they want to pay 
for. We’ll see what hap¬ 
pens.” 

Such a fight would have 
long-lasting ramifications. 

St-Pierre says he would 
have to manage the weight 
gain in moving to a 185- 
pound weight class from 
170. And he says if he 
makes the move, it will be 
permanent so his body 
does not have to endure 
yo-yo weight changes. 

St-Pierre currently 
walks around at 189 to 190 
pounds, cutting to 170 to 
fight. To move up to mid¬ 
dleweight, he reckons he 
needs to increase his 
weight to at least 200.
